Cancellation of Congress Quiz 
Gets AJ Committee’s Approval

NEW YORK 


(JP)—The American Jewish Committee this week formally announced its ap- 


proval of the cancellation of the Senate public hearings on religious aspects of the First Amend- 
ment but a spokesman refused comment on a charge that the civic defense agency had applied 


secret pressures to achieve that result. 
The charge was made by the American Jewish Congress, traditional rival of the AJ Com- 


mittee and its civic defense part- 
ner, the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith, 

The accusation was made in 
a memoran- 
dum to. divi- 
sion and chap- 
ter chairmen 
and presidents 
of the Con- 
gress Commis- 
sion on Law 
and Social Ac- 
tion.

proved at a weekend joint meet- 
ing of the national executive 
committees of the two agencies 
at the Roosevelt Hotel in New 
York City. 


ISAAC TOUBIN, assistant ex- 
ecutive director of the Congress, 
declared in the memorandum 
that the Congress had not 
shared the fears of some groups 
about “the propriety” of the 
proposed hearings by a subcom- 
mittee headed by Sen. Thomas 
C. Hennings (D-Mo.). : 

The Hennings subcOmmittee 
had planned to open the hear- 
ings on Oct. 3 with testimony 
by outstanding experts. on con- 


Stitutional law, including Leo 
Pfeffer, the AJ Congress -au- 
thority. 


Selection of witnesses for tes- 
timony had ,been preceded by 
circulation by the subcommittee 
of a questionnaire set up to de- 
termine the meaning of the con- 
stitutional guarantees of free- 
dom of religion and the scope 
of violations of that constitu- 
tional guarantee. A sampling by 
The Post of Jewish organiza- 
tional opinion had revealed 
Strong doubts as to the desir- 
ability of the hearings on 
grounds of possible inter-reli- 
gious clashes before the commit- 
tee and alsa because of a feel- 
ing among Jewish groups that 
they were to be used as cats- 
paws in a Democratic political 
Maneuver aimed at: the 1956 na- 
tional elections, 


ACCORDING TO this _infor- 
mation, the subcommittee hear- 
ings were scheduled to be the 
first of a series on the Bill of 
Rights amendments and to 
dramatize the sober and digni- 
fied manner in which the Dem- 
Oocrats approached the issue of 
personal freedom and national 
security, in contrast With al- 
leged Republican mishandling of 
the issue, (JP, Sept. 23,.’55), A 
Spokegman for the Congress, ap- 
proached in the Post survey, de- 
Clined comment on the desira- 
bility of the hearings, 
Arrangements for Jewish par- 





ticipation had reached the point, 
prior to cancellation of the 
hearings, of invitations to the 
Synagogue Council of America 
and the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council, to 
present witnesses. 

The AJ Committee and the 
Anti-Defamation League, The 
Post learned, did not intend to 
ask for invitations. These two 
agencies withdrew several years 
ago from the NCRAC. The Con- 


gress is a member of the 
NCRAC. 
TOUBIN REPORTED in his 


memorandum that as Congress 
began to prepare for the hear- 
ings, “we began to hear disquiet- 
ing rumors that pressure was 
being put upon the Hennings 
Subcommittee by sectarian 
groups to cance] the hearings.” 

He declared that the reason 
for this alleged pressure was a 
fear, “in our view unjustified,” 
that the hearings “would exac- 
mote religious controversy and 
result in needless conflict among 
the religious groups.” 

Toubin continued that “de- 
spite the fact that the author- 
ized religious spokesmen of the 
Jewish community in the three 
rabbinic bodies and three syna- 
gog bodies” represented in the 
Synagogue Council of America 
“had indicated their desire to be 
heard on this matter, a staff 
member of the American Jew- 
ish Committee in the company 
of a monsignor of the National 
Catholic Welfare Council and 
a minister serving as Washing- 
ton representative of the WNa- 
tional Council of Churches, 
called upon Senators Hennings

“Once again, the AJ Commit- 
tee, which protests any group 
acting as ‘a spokesman’ for the 
Jewish community, presumes to 
act as the religious spokesman 
of Jews.” 

Toubin also charged that “the 
cynical position” of the AJ Com- 
mittee was “further made clear 
by the fact that while they were 
arguing for the cancellation of 
these hearings, they simultane- 
ously protected their interests 
by persuading the committee to 
invite an officer of the Ameri- 


can Jewish Committee as ~ the. 


sole spokesman for the Jewish 
community in the event that the 
hearings actually would take 
place.” 


A SPOKESMAN for the AJ 
Committee declined comment 
on the Congress charges of clan- 
destine pressure but pointed out 
that the AJ Committee viewed 
such issues as community rela- 
tions problems, which fell with- 
in the competence of the AJ 
Committee, and that the AJ 
Committee had never made any 


‘|}claim to be acting either as a 


religious body or as a spokes- 
man for the Jewish community. 

The resolution adopted at the 
joint weekend meeting of the 
AJ Committee and the ADL ex- 
ecutive committees emphasized 
the conflict With the Congress 
position. 

The resolution held that con- 
troversies on social problems 
among America’s three major 
religious faiths could not be ad- 
justed by open congressional 
hearings without friction or 
strife, 

The joint statement, issued by 
Irving M. Engel, president of 
the AJ Committee, and Bernard 
Nath of Chicago, chairman of 
the ADL executive committee 
and approved at the joint meet- 
ings, expressed the hopesthat no 
legislative group would under- 
take such a hearing,

Israelis Back Premier, 
Respond to Arms Fund 


JERUSALEM (JP)—Israel’s 


Premier Moshe Sharett, still in 


office due to the illness of Premier-designate David Ben-Gurion 
this week was reportedly pressing on the Western powers his 
country’s request for arms to maintain military parity with Egypt, 

Sharett was understood to have made his government’s wishes 


clear to United States Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles at a 
meeting between the two states- 
men in Paris. He also talked

Sharett also was scheduled to 
go to Geneva, where he was to 
discuss his country’s concern 
over the Czech sales of arms to 
Egypt with Russian Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslay M. Molo- 
tov and French Foreign Minister 
Antoine Pinay. 

EARLIER in the week Sharett 
had obtained the backing of all 
Israeli political parties with the 
exception of the Communists in 
a Knesset resolution calling on 
“the powers” in general to sup- 
ply Israel with arms and ex- 
pressing the -nation’s anxiety 
over the arming of Egypt and 
Iraq. 

The vote of 84-5 concluded 









the foreign affairs debate which 
began last week. The main out- 
come of the debate was to bring 
the nation solidly behind Sharett 
and his policy of seeking arms 
wherever they could be obtained 
but preferably from the Western 
powers. Sharett’s decision to 


_ refrain from “preventive war” 


and to seek a security treaty 
with the United States also met 
with general approval. 


MEANWHILE, Sharett’s ree 
quest of last week for the volune 
tary contributions of the people 
to an arms fund appeared to 
have met with overwhelming 
success. As of Tuesday morne 
ing the fund had reached a 
total of more than $1.375 million 
with more thousands pouring in 
hourly. 

, Several incidents on the Syrian 
frontier, the latest a retaliatory 
incursion of Israelis across the 
border, added even more tension 
to the war-feverish Middle East, 
Earlier in the week an Israeli 
note to the Security Council 
protested recent Syrian armistice 
violations. The Israeli attack 
will probably draw similar pro- 
tests from the Syrians next week, 





JWV COMMANDER REVEALS 
HOW GROUP FOILED BIGOTS 


MIAMI BEACH {JP)—In a speech prepared for delivery to- 
morrow (Saturday) night, retiring National Commander Joseph 
F. Barr will reveal how the alertness of the Jewish War Veterans 
put an end to anti-Semitic broadcasts by the Voice of America. 

Commander Barr, whose term ends with the election of his 


successor Sunday morning, dis- 
closed that “recently we learned 
that anti-Semitic broadcasts be- 
hind the Iron Curtain” had been 
made through 
the facilities 
of the VOA. 

Declaring 
that he left it 
to the imagin- 
ation of his 
hearers “as to 
what such 
broadcasts 
could mean to 
the people be- 
hind the Iron Curtain,” he as- 
serted that the U. S. broadcasts 
were “propagandizing and 
broadcasting religious doctrine 
which could result only in fur- 
ther inflaming the anti-Semite” 
and lend the impression that 
“America officially suppoyts the 
Jew-hater.” 





THE POST learned that the 
speeches were broadcast by two 
clergymefi,” both of whom were 
paid consultants to the VOA. 
The speeches accused the Jews 





of killing Jesus and made other 
similar inflammatory charges. 
The talks went out over the 
air to Hungary, The Post was 
told. One of the clergymen hag 
since been dropped by the VOA, 
and the second removed to a 
position of less responsibility. 


BARR also told the delegates 
of protracted discussions between 
the JWV and the War Depart- 
ment leading to a significant vice 
tory “over the miasma once 
called McCarthyism.” He’ said 
that at least one of the remain- 
ing eight unopened cases at Fort 
Monmouth, all involving Jews, 
will be reopened. 

Up until this point, the Army 
has refused to reopen the cases 
involving the security dismis- 
sals. Barr said he was firmly 
convinced “that the re-hearing 
and the re-investigation will es- 
tablish the truth of our asser- 
tions that these men did not re- 
ceive a fair trial.” He said the

The ADL announcement drew 
immediate fire from other in- 
terested groups. Rabbi Israel 
Klavan of the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America termed the new 
position as “unwise, unwar- 
ranted and undesirable.” He told 
The Post that the RCA adhered 
to the position of the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council an organization which is 
diametrically opposed to reli- 
gious instruction in the public 
schools. 

At the NCRAC, a spokesman 
declared that it has formulated 
a statement which will soon be 
publicly presented and which will 
treat this problem. As recently 
as last June, at its. plenary ses- 
soion, the agency expressed it- 
self against this on the grounds 
that it was impractical and led 
to sectarian pressures on teach- 
ers and school administrators. 
Moreover, the entire procedure

}extermination center. He had 
used his sterilization methods 
on about 150 women, leaving the 
rest alone, Most of the victims 
of his experiments died or were 
later killed by the Nazis.

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Prevalence of Heart Attacks 
Shown Greater Among Jews 


NEWARK—An indication that Jews may be particularly susceptible to one type of heart ail- 
ment has been revealed in a study released by Beth Israel hospital here and reported by The Jew- 


ish News of Newark. 


The study -indicates the particular susceptibility of Jews to myocardial infarction, commonly 
known as heart attack. This condition is caused by the death of a segment of heart muscle due 


to an inadequate blood supply 
brought on by one of several 
processes, Such as coronary oc- 
clusion or coronary thrombosis. 
‘Higher incidence of this dis- 
ease among Jews, corroborated 


py statistical studies, is ascribed, 
by Dr. Irving L, Applebaum, } 


one of the team of physicians 
who prepared the study, to two 
main factors, diabetes and vari- 
ous sociological pressures. 


“] FEEL that the large num- 
ber of Jews with diabetes, a dis- 


ease which this study shows to 
be related to myocardial infarc- 
tion, is the first factor,” said Dr. 
Applebaum. He also _ believes 
that various sociological pres- 
sures create “certain emotional 
states relating to this disease.” 

Even though less than 50 per 
cent of al] the patients at Beth 
Israel hospital during the course 
of the 7-year study were Jewish,

Niels Spliid Jensen, who returned recently to Copenhagen 
from Israel with his young bride, the former Miriam Suissa, re- 


vealed the story to The Post last 
week, 

“As soon as Miriam and I 
were engaged the Arab newspa- 
pers began to attack me for be- 
ing a Jewish tool,” aserted Jen- 
sen. “Until then I worked in 
Jordan .and Israel as a driver.” 

He said he met Miriam, an 
emigrant to Israel from Rabat, 
French Morocco, while on. the

His Rams 
dropped a game to the Green 
Bay Packers 30-28 on a last-min- 
ute field goal so high it appeared 
difficult to tell whether it was 
within the uprights although 
officials ruled it was. 

“T want it understood that I 
am not protesting,” said Sid. “I 
hope it won’t sound like sour 
grapes .. . I just think it’s ‘high 
time to be getting a more ac- 
curate method of judging field 
goals. 

“For instance, maybe we could 
use an electronic eye.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would greatly appreciate know- 

ing how far back in history is my name known and its 
origin if possible. Also, what has the name Epstein to do 
with Levite. I am not a Levite—-ROBERT EPSTEIN, White 
Plains, New York. 





EPSTEIN is one of the very great names in Jewish history. 

The ancestor was Rabbi Aaron Halevi of Barcelina, 
an author and authority who livéd in Spain about seven 
centuries ago. His descendants for several generations bore 
the ‘surname of Benveniste (Welcome), a family name de- 
rived from an ancestral first name. When the Jewish popu- 
lation was expelled from Spain in 1492, the Benveniste 
family emigrated to Germany and Turkey. The Turkish 
branch has retained the name Benveniste to the present 
day. The Ashkenazi branch took the name of Epstein either 
from the town of Ebstein in the province of Styria in 
Austria or from Eppstein in Hessen, Germany. The change 
of name was effected out of resentment against Spain 
which had dealt in brutal fashion with its Jewish citizens. » 
Since the ancestor of the family was of the tribe of Levi 
it follows that all his descendants are of the same affilia- 
tion. Any Epstein who is not a Levite derives his name 
from his mother, not his father, or he may be a member of 
the family who adopted the name out of admiration for 
one of its scions. ' '

ST. LOUIS (JP)—Wednesday, Sept. 21, 1955 is a date that will long stand out in Harry 


Kessler’s memory. 


For on that evening the “millionaire referee” was assigned the plum of his profession, the 
job of refeeing the world heavyweight championship fight et Yankee Stadium between Rocky Mare 


ciano and Archie Moore. 

The excitement and roar of 
the crowd gathered to witness 
this historic sports event was 
music to the ears of Kessler as 
he entered the ring. It was the 
peak to date of nearly a life: 
time of association with and in- 
terest in boxing. 


Nicknamed the “millionaire 
referee” by New York sports 
writers, Kessler can recall a 
time when the monicker would 
have been ludicrous. He learned 
the art from the bottom up as a 
youth in a tough St. Louis neigh- 
borhood where. fists spoke loud- 
er than words- and were more 
plentiful than money. 

HIS EARLY experience came 
in handy during his days at the 
Missouri School of: Mines at 
Rolla, Mo. He organized a box- 
ing team and, on a sort of stu- 
dent-fellowship arrangement, 
coached it for enough money to 
pay his board and tuition. He 
captained the team and also 
campaigned as a welterweight. 
He was undefeated. 

But Kessler’s boxing career 
came to an abrupt end. His par- 
ents, Jacob and Jennie Kessler, 
put a stop to his fistic activities 
after another son, Saul, was 
kayoed following six profession- 
al bouts, 

‘While making his way up in 
the world as a foundry appren- 
tice, Kessler, his love for the 
ring undiminished, took to ref- 
ereeing for a few extra bucks. 
But as he began to reach the 
top_in the metallurgical field his 





side job became more of a “hap- 
py hoby.” 


\ THAT “HAPPY hobby” gar- 
nered him his. proudest ‘moment 
last month when he was noti- 
fied he had been selected to ref- 
eree the Marciano-Moore fight. 
The notification came only a 
few minutes before the fight. He 
had been told at 2:30 p.m. to re- 
port to the stadium at 7:15 
along with several other refer- 
ees. He learned officially that 
the job was his from New York 
State Boxing Commissioner 
Julius Helfand, 

“The richest plum in modern 
boxing history was mine and I 
felt thrilled happy and honored,” 
the gray-haired Kessler recalls. 


Now 54 years of age, Kessler 
has refereed more than 4,000 
fights, of which 80 have been 
main events, . 

He travels over 200,000 miles 
a year for business reasons and 
maintains an apartment on Park 
Avenue in New York as well as 
his home in St. Louis. But his 
late September trip to the big 
city was probably the most re- 
markable. He was accompanied 
by his attractive -wife, Alma, and 
his brother, Saul” 


IN THE RING Kessler has a 
style all his own. He prefers to 
stay out of the limelight and to 
keép his hands off the fighters 
unless, as it was necessary in 
the Saxton-Felton fight, things 
get radically out of hand. After 
repeated warnings against un- 


fair tactics he had to stop the 
fight and disqualify Felton in 
the seventh round, 

Referee Kessler always d0- 
nates his purses to Jewish, Prot. 
estant and Catholic children’s 
charities. The purse for the Mar- 
ciano-Moore fight, which was 
larger than the usual $100 sti- 
pend, also. went to. the same 
funds, 


KESSLER PLANS his. sched- 
ule so as to spend Fridays in 
New York and_be on call in 
case he is sougM as a referee, 
He’s often in the big city anye 
way: to serve as lecturer consult- 
ant and trouble-shooter at plants 
where his Sorbo-mat method, a 


process in iron casting which he 
developed, is used. 


When no fight is scheduled 
for the “millionaire referee,” he 
immediately returns to St. Louis 
to spend weekends with his wife, 
his four children, Sheila, 16, a 
columnist for the Missouri edi- 
tion of The National Jewish 
Post; Steven 5; John 4, and Har- 
vey, 18 months old, and their 
pet poodle. 

Members of many Jewish and 
civic organizations, the Kesslers 
attend services at Temple Israel 
and reside in Ladue, a suburb 
of St. Louis.

ZIM’s.. fleet is almost all new, 
the oldest ship being five years 
old. This is the result of a com- 
plete modernization plan started 
several years ago. Twelve of the 
ZIM ships were purchased from 
the Israel government, which re- 
ceived them through the German 
reparations program. 

Eight of the ZIM ships are 
dry cargo freighters, One, an oil 
tanker, was launched on the 
same day oil was discovered in 
Israel;' two are passenger- 
freighter ships and the other 
one is an all--passenger vessel. 

THERE IS A possibility that 
another ship may be built under 
the German reparations pro- 
gram for ZIM’s use during 1947. 
So far close to 30 million dol- 
lars has been expended to pur- 
chase and outfit the dozen ships. 

ZIM lines is owned by three

is a fury at the keyboard’ His 
technical facility easily matches 
the best we have here, and he 
is a poet, besides, 

Gilels played sonatas by Mo- 
zart and Chopin, a first per- 
formance in America of three 
preludes and fugues by Shos- 
takovich, and “Visions Fugi- 
tives” and a Toccata by Proko- 
fieff. For encores he played a 


Tchaikovsky “Song Without 
Words” and “La Campanella,” 
by Liszt. ‘ 


THROUGHOUT, his perform- 
ance had a fluidity and sensitiv- 
ity unexpected: from a percus- 
sive technician. The Mozart was 
done without accustomed brit- 
tleness and with a romantic 
feeling so few artists ever re- 
alize. In the. Chopin, I disagreed 
with some of his ideas, but 
could hardly gainsay Gilel’s mas- 
tery. The Shostakovich was 
quiet, deceptively simple, trans- 
parent in structure but inven- 
tive and introspective like light 
Playing on shadows; the fugue

True, the picture tends 
to drop off at the ends of the 
concave screen, and the East- 
man color used seems washed- 
out in nearly everything but the 
dance sequences. 

But the compact and joyous 
film transcends any technical 
detail I can think of.

The biggest joke of. our time, 
the least appropriate. name, I 
think, is the word “living” room 
that is used for that section of 
the home which usually gets 
the least use and is lived in 
least.

during the war, 
there is a gripping scene when 
he adds it again. For he has 
been through a German slave 
camp, and with the local defeat 

the Germans he is free again, 
and he tries to enlist in the Free 


French forces only to learn that’ 


Jews are not accepted. So, while 
still trying to enlist, he proudly 
adds the “Mordekhai.” 

One of the most gripping 
scenes in the novel is a descrip. 
tion of a primitive dance cere. 
monial, dedicated to the Djnoun 
spirits, that the student of phi 
losophy finds in progress in the 
house where his family and the 
families of several uncles live, 
one day when he comes home 
from . college. 

“The tem-tom seemed to go 
insane, beating ever faster, 
struggling against time; the 
flock of women was seized with 
nervous spasms, and the dancer 
was again overcome by her seiz- 
ures that seemed to tear her 
apart. Her arms and legs and 
head, each one moving in a dif- 
ferent direction, appeared to re 
spond to contradictory impulses, 
going off madly at eross pur- 
poses, as if trying to tear them- 
selves away from her body. I 
could almost hear and feel the 
flesh torn in its dreadful strug- 
gle against rhythm, against the 
demons, when suddenly _ the 
crazy dancer turned toward me 
—my mother, she was my own 
mother!” 


THERE ARE touching de. 
scriptions of the Sabbath in the 
impoverished ghetto homes; 
there is a heartbreaking section 
dealing with the hero’s efforts 
to create self-respect among the 
slave laborers by initiating a 
Sabbath in the concentration 
camp. And, inevitably, there is 
the experience of a pogrom, in 
which Alexandre Mordekhai’s 
best friend is killed. 


The hero tries to put his life 
together again after the war. He 
finds that he has lost his civil 
service rating in the teaching 
profession because he resigned 
when the anti-Semitic laws of 
the Vichy regime went into ef- 
fect. This final ironic blow near- 
ly destroys his will-to-succeed; 
nevertheless, he makes ready 
for his highest examination, only 
to find himself, in the examina- 
tion room, overtaken by the uk 
timate feeling of futility, of be 
ing an alien in the world. “I am 
a Jew who has broken with the 
Jewish religion and the ghetto, 
is ignorant of Jewish culture 
and detests the middle class be 
cause it is phoney . . .”- Though 
he has had contact with Zion 
ists, he chooses in the end to 
go off and try to rebuild his life 
in Argentina, One wonders why 
the author didn’t more fully 
bring into consideration the Is- 
rael solution. But to call this an 
evasion might be a rather spe 
cial demand of a novel that is 
honest, searching and touching

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THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 





I have just finished reading 
a series of three articles by 
Eliezer Livneh, who at one 
time was considered a sort of 
advisor from an_ ideological 
viewpoint to David Ben-Gurion, 
The articles state bluntly 
that Jewish aid to Israel, be- 
cpeuse it is not administered by 
those who give it, demoralizes 
the economy of Israel, 

When I was in Israel in 1952 
I heard rumblings of such a 
‘viewpoint, and so reported to 
you, but ‘nothing comparable to 
this, 

Livneh charges frankly that 
much of the funds are dissi- 
pated through many non-pro- 
ductive ways because there is 
no supervision and the funds 

#are given to Israel with prac- 
tically no questions asked. 

He compares this situation 
with the funds the U.S. gives 
Israel. The U.S. watches the 
use of every allocation, which 
must first be approved by it. 
It sends its own trained experts 
to see that the funds are ex- 
pended wisely and presumably 
not diverted. 


es 


The. U.S. grants-in-aid there- 
fore, Livneh contends, are of 
tremendous value to Israel’s 
economy. 

The funds from Jewish 
sources contribute to a kind 
of political-economic tieup 
which, to say the least, he 
charges is unhealthy. 

If enough people write in to 
demand so, we'll reprint the 
articles, or at least the major 
portion of them. It would mean 
my giving up this chair for 
three or four weeks, which is 
the only space we could devote 
to them, and that may be an

CHOICE OF SETTLEMENT 
WOULD CREATE PROBLEMS 


@ Fditor, Jewish Post: 

So many editorial comments 
have been printed about the set- 
tlement of religious immigrants 
from North Africa in Israel that 
a few simple facts about life in 
Israel need restating, 

The public and civil laws of 
the country are in full harmony 
wth all religious statutes, The 
official day of rest is the Sab- 
bath, the food available is kosh- 
er, and synagogs, yeshivot, and 
mikvaot are plentiful. To live 
an Orthodox life involves no in- 
convenience, Parents of 75 Or- 
thodox school chidren are legal- 
ly entitled to petition for the es- 
tablishment of an Orthodox pub- 
lic elementary school. 

However, the population at 
large is about 15 per cent Ortho- 
dox observant, which is not un- 
like the proportion in America, 
and less than 10 per cent of the 
rural population and settlements 
are Orthodox. In the new areas 
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of development in the Negev, 
where new industries are estab- 
lished and where all new em- 
ployment opportunities are cre- 
ated, there are just a few re- 
ligious settlements. It is self- 
evident that in the master plan 
for the development of the 
country the dependent immi- 
grants, regardless of their back- 
grounds, should be channeled, 
as far as is humanely possible, 
into areas which are essential 
for the creation of a viable state 
and economy. 


It is kind of naive to assume 
that having for neighbors and 
coworkers Jews who are non- 
observant that that should weak- 
en the religious conviction and 
tradition of sincere devout be- 
lievers. After all, it is impos- 
sible to hide the fact in Israel 
—also in America—that the bulk 
of the Jews are not Orthodox; 
and, despite the coercive pres- 
sure of many civil laws, the 
people at large do not choose to 
follow Orthodox practices in 
their private homes, It is also 
a fact that the bulk of the lead- 
ing elements in professions, in- 
dustry, commerce, government 
and science, in Israel (and among 
the Jews in America) is not Or- 
thodox, 

These plain truths make an 
impression not only on immi- 
grants, but also on old settlers 
and- our entire youth, The prob- 
lem -is. not to create a giant 
ghetto but have all Jews live 
together as good neighbors and 
respect one another. Let the re- 
ligious Jews by their piety, mor- 
al fiber and integrity reveal the 
intrinsic beauty and compassion 
of our religion and traditions. 

In the over-all town and coun- 
try planning and settlement pol- 
icy, party politics and votes have 
no merit. That occasional vio- 
lations and willful mistakes have 
been made is the heritage of 
common: human weakness, 

If new immigrants are left a 
free choice where to settle and 
be supported by the State, the 
first choice is obvious, for all 
immigrants, whether Sephardi 
or Askenazi, would take the ur-

NOT A SOUND PREMISE 


The argument about whether there 
is a current return to Judaism or not 
goes on and on, and those who disclaim 
that there is an upsurge of faith in Ju- 
daism take an unfair position. 

There is a tremendous building 
craze in the Jewish community. 

But no one who believes that a new 
and vital interest in Judaism is begin- 
ning to take hold ever constructs his 
proof on the basis of this widespread 
building of new synagog structures. 

Yet those diehards who have lost 

vision, when they wish to discredit the 
encouraging signs of a developing new 
attitude, claim that the many new re- 
ligious edifices now dotting or going up 
on the American landscape are the sole 
signs of any revival. From here, it is 
easy to prove that the revival is no re- 
vival, but just a penance or a quiet 
process of expiation for a lack of reli- 
gious feeling. 
. If Judaism is having a rebirth in the 
hearts of American Jews, it is because 
of substantial outer forces in the envir- 
onment, and because, too, the period 
of Jewish history which we are going 
through. 


The net result is that our young 
people, affected as they are, too, by Hit. 
lerism and Israel, and the feeling that 
economic security is no guarantee of qa 
successful. life, are growing up in an at- 
mosphere entirely different from that in 
which the present adult Jewish genera- 
tions were reared. 

Disbelief and mockery, self - assur- 
ance, intellectual superiority and even 
downright attacks on the existence of 
a God and the need for religion, these 
dominated the outlook of American Jews’ 


(and non-Jews) in the years following 


World War I. 
This kind of logical comparison—of 
the world in which the present Jewish 


community lives as against that of pre- 


Hitler days—shows why United States 
Judaism’s upsurge is no fluke, new re- 
ligious buildings or not. The new build- 
ings could be a reflection of the new 
faith, but they are certainly not proof 
of it. The pessimists and those who hav 

lost hope can cease their challenge of 


the building drive, for no one, except. 


themselves, adduces it as proof of the 
new religious feeling. 


NOT OUR IDEA OF ZIONISM 


Carl Alpert’s column of several weeks 
back in which he found Israel’s govern- 
ment giving financial aid and induce- 
ment to newcomers from all parts of the 
world, but not to those from the West, 
is a point of reference from which one 
may start a fruitful discussion of West- 
ern aliya. 

It is well-known that practically no 
American Jews are moving to Israel. 
That there are several thousand Ameri- 
cans in Israel contributing their share to 
the upbuilding of the lusty new state is 
lusty tribute’ to the success of aliya 
when it is vigorously pursued. . 

To aid American Jews who wish to 
go to Israel is the duty, not of Israel, but 
of U. S. Zionist organizations. The Jews 


of Europe and North Africa who are 4e-« 
ing helped by Israel are Jews who 


are impoverished. 

Yet before such aid will be advanced 
in the United States, there must come a 
realization first in the Zionist bodies and 
then in the Jewish community as a whole 
of the fact that our obligation to the 
building up of Israel is not fulfilled when 
we have made a financial contribution. 

We American Jews may be smug 
when we presume that Israel is only for 
those who need to go there, and we, we 
will send our money, but that is leaving 
the building of the land to chance and to 
others which is not this newspaper’s’ con- 
ception of Zionism. 


LET IT BE LOOKED INTO AGAIN 


Rabbi Tibor A. Stern of Miami Beach 
has perhaps a revolutionary outlook on 
the growing separation of Orthodox Ju- 
daism from the needs of modern life. 

A world-renowned Orthodox scholar, 
Rabbi Stern questions the attitude of 
Orthodoxy toward science. 

Seience, he contends, is a creation of 
God and therefore endowed with the 
same godly attributes as other creations 
of the King of the Universe. 

It hardly seems likely that God would 
have devised science as an obstacle to 
Torah. 

Whether or not the use of electricity, 
the harnessing of which is a scientific 
achievement, should be a deterrent to the 


observance of God’s laws about the sanc- 
tity of the Sabbath is something that 
should be examined anew. Rabbi Stern 
does not take the position that the use 
of electricity by Orthodox Jews on the 
Sabbath therefore should be counten- 
anced. 
But he does urge study of the point 
be raised. To him it seems that perhaps 
our lack of knowledge of what electricity 
is may account for Orthodoxy’s belief 
that its use on the Sabbath is forbidden. 

We’ve heard this position advanced 
from the side of those Reform or Con- 


. servative Jews who challenge Ortho- 


doxy, but this is the first time we've 
heard it from an Orthodox champion. _

The 
many young boys and girls who 
leave their parents’ homes and 
their friends in Tel Aviv and 
Haifa to-pioneer in the waste- 
lands of the Negev, Dead Sea 
and Elath, and share their labor 
and hardships with the new im- 
migrants, are as close to the 
finest teachings of our religion 
as any Jew who practices all 613 
commandments of our theology.

If it were that simple, he can 
be sure that it would have been 
acted upon long ago, as there 
were some pretty smart fellows 
living before us. 

This attempt to streamline 
the Sabbath is nothing new. It 
has come up from time to time. 
in every age, and every genera- 
tion led by the so-called modern 
intellectuals, on whom the “Ole 
Malchus Shomiam” hangs_ so

heavy, and interferes with their 
leisure, and their pleasures. 
They want to manipulate the 
Sabbath to conform to the oth- 
er fnodern appliances. But it 
so happens that the Sabbath, and 
Judaism in general, are com- 
posed of such stuff, that it de- 
fies, and is impregnable, to .out- 
side manipulation, 
The gentleman does not seem 
to realize that the Sabbath and 
Judaism have no date of expira- 
tion, but were once handed down 
to us to have and to hold for- 
ever, Incidentally, it s6 happens 
that we are reading the “se- 
dra” of “Barashis” this week, 
and we find there that the Sab- 
bath, and the beginning of the 
world were born at one and the 
samé time. 
The gentleman also does not 
realize that it is dangerous busi- 
ness to tamper with the Sab- 
bath. Judaism stands or falls, 
‘depending on our valuation and 
observance of it. The quickest 
way to destroy Judaism is to 
begin meddling with the Sab- 
bath. The rest will cellapse and 
crumble, like a house of cards. 
In closing, I would suggest to 
the gentleman that he find him- 
self another hobby, and stop 
beating his head against a stone 
wall, the rock of ages.

SEATTLE RABBIS’ PROTEST 
OF DINNER NOT JUSTIFIED 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

In your Sept. 9 issue I read 
that four loeal (Seattle) rabbis 
have protested a non-kosher 
dinner arranged by Hadassah 
for Oct. 29, this being “contrary 
to ‘the spirit of the resolution 
of the Federated Fund and 
Counci] requesting all Jewish or- 
ganizations . . . to abide by the 
traditions of kashrut in their 
public affairs,” 

As a “Hadassah husband” and 
member of the Jewish commu- 
nity. of Seattle, I would like to 
express my humble opinion in’ 
this matter—a matter which I 
consider of great importance. 

In the first place the Hadassah 
dinner on Oct. 29 will not. be 
“non-kosher or trefa,” but will 
be a fish dinner. Second, the of- 
ficers of the Seattle chapter of 
Hadassah did all in their power 
to have the dinner in the only 
existing kosher restaurant, but 
were unable to make satisfac- 
tory arrangements, The “four 
local rabbis” were notified of 
these efforts and knew very well. 
that there was no bad intention 
on the part of Hadassah, 

The “four local rabbis” them- 
Selves would do well to watch 
the “spirit of Judaism.” In this 
case they watched the letter of 
the resolution of the Jewish Fed-

erated Fund—a task which is 

hardly theirs. 

The protest as such, and 6és- 
pecially the fact that it was 
printed in an important publi- 
cation such as yours, is surely 
contrary to the spirit of Juda- 
ism. The “four local rabbis” 
ought to know that bringing 
forth a bad reputation (to slan- 
der). is a grave transgression of 
the Jewish ethical law. They 
ought to know that they have 
done a great harm to a charit- 
able organization by their pro- 
test—and charity is surely one 
of the pillars of Judaism, They 
should ‘have known the Talmu- 
dic rule that it is more worthy 
to allow than to forbid (Koha 
dehetera adeef), especially when 

a great cause is at stake. 

“The four rabbis are my good 
friends, but I still feel that it is 
my duty to write this letter of 
accusatiorf against them. For no 
matter how great my respect 
for them may be, my love for 
Hadassah and what it stands 
for — humanitarianism, charity, 
help to youth, care for thé sick, 
redemption of the land of Is- 
rael—is greater by far.
